An outline of the work of the 
school nurse featured the weekly 
meeting of the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club Tuesday. Miss 
Elizabeth Henne, nurse in the 
school of eastern Lower Merion, 
was the speaker. 

Examinations of each pupil, 
with actual treatment in each 
case, are provided by the school 
authorities. Defects, when noted, 
are specified on a card sent the 
parents, and if correction does not 
follow, this is frequently done by 
the schools. 

Home visits are also provided 
for, and the school nurse has made 
113 such visits since the first oi 
the year. 

The school nurse also gives per- 
sonal supervision to tonsil and 
adenoid operations performed by 
arrangement with the schools. 
Eye defects and heart conditions 
are also given careful attention, 
with correction provided in the 
case of poorer families. 

In many cases, Miss Henne 
said, the report from the school 
doctor is the first information a 
family has of some serious defect 
in the child. Permanent injury or 
disability is thus prevented by 
early action. 

Educational work in proper 
feeding, cleanliness, posture, etc., 
is carried on. At the Ashland 
Heights School showers are pro- 
vided for the boys, teaching reg- 
ular bathing habits made almost 
impossible by conditions at home. 

In addition to the examinations 
and health work, actual charity 
work is often involved. Glasses 
are furnished needy children, and 
proper- shoes furnished to correct 
foot defects. 

The Rotary Club, following the 
talk, made provisions to aid in 
the work by supplying part of 
these materials to the poorer 
cases. Dr. William L. Martin 
was chairman of the meeting and 
will supervise this work.

The club is continuing with its 
Braille work for the blind, which 
it finds most interesting. At the 
close of the meeting delicious re 
freshments were served by the host 
esses, the Misses Madeleine Baugh- 
man and Blanche Lodge.

Are you acquainted with Lib- 
ertyville, Athensville, Merionville, 
Humphreysville? Possibly your 
answer would be qualified if you 
realized that these are merely the 
old names for Wynnewood, Ard- 
more, Cynwyd and Bryn Mawr. 
The Main Line abounds in his- 
torical associations, many of 
which are unfamiliar to present 
dwellers. 

Beginning in next week's issue 
this paper will begin the serial 
publication of a historical sketch 
of Lower Merion written by Miss 
Margaret B. Harvey and origi- 
nally published as part of a book 
issued by the Montgomery Coun- 
ty Historical Association. The 
essay is entitled "Something 



About Lower Merion." 

A space of 35 years separates 
us from the period in which Miss 
Harvey wrote, yet the things she 
described no doubt will retain 
their interest for many genera- 
tions. For instance, we learn that 
"fashionable parlance" designates 
old Lancaster road as Montgom- 
ery avenue, a minor point to be 
sure, but one which the author 
unconsciously included for our 
delectation. 

We may trace with her aid, the 
paths of the old Schuylkill Valley 
Railroad and the original route 
of the Pennsylvania. We are in- 
troduced to many of the old fam- 
ilies, old houses, to a time when

The Pennsylvania Railroad, 
which has acquired "substantial in- 
terests" in the Montgomery Bus 
Company and the Philadelphia Sub- 
urban Transit Company, both oper- 
ating between Philadelphia and 
Main Line towns, plans no imme- 
diate changes in schedules or serv- 
ice, it was stated by Pennsylvania 
officials. 

Consummation of the transaction 
was announced Tuesday, but it was 
learned that the two companies, and 
another involved, actually had been 
taken over by the railroad company 
some time ago. The bus companies, 
subsidiaries of the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit Company, will con- 
tinue under Mitten Management for 
the time being, it was announced. 

The Montgomery Company oper- 
ates 17 buses between Sixty-third 
street and Lancaster avenue. Phila- 
delphia, and Rosemont and Garrett 
Hill, via Lancaster pike; Ardmore 
and .Gladwyne; Rosemont, Wayne 
and Strafford, while the Suburban 
Transit operates 13 buses between 
the same city terminal, Ardmore 
and Bryn Mawr, via Montgomery 
pike. 

Both companies will retain their 
corporate identities under the 
change of stock and will continue 
to exercise their franchise, it was 
said.

BLAZE LOSS $500,000 

Valley Forge Military Academy 
will erect a modern building at or 
near the site of its former head- 
quarters, the old Devon Park Hotel, 
at Devon, which was destroyed by 
fire early January 18, it was an- 
nounced by Major Milton C. Baker, 
superintendent. 

Definite plans for the re-building 
program have not been completed, 
Major Baker stated, at the same 
time emphatically denying reports 
that the academy was considering 
going to a new location. The school 
will not be removed to West Ches- 
ter, where a new home has been 
offered, he added. 

Temporary headquarters, which 
will serve until the new building 
has been completed, have been 
established in St. Davids Golf Club 
house. Cots, blankets and other 
equipment obtained from the United 
States Marine Corps in Philadel- 
phia through Colonel Cyrus S. Rad- 
ford, of Haverford, were installed 
in the temporary school after the 
$500,000 fire, which destroyed vir- 
tually all the property of the acad- 
emy and of the students.

At the same meeting 
the trustees appointed Miss 
Mary B. Church, professionally 
trained in library work, and 
holder of a certificate from the 
State Library, to the position of 
librarian, succeeding Mrs. Eliza-? 
beth K. Wood. Miss Church will 
begin her work here on Friday, 
February 1. This extension of 
library service to the community 
grows out of the appropriation re- 
cently provided for that purpose 
by the Borough Council. 

At the same meeting, Coun- 
cilman John R. Hall, of Sabine 
avenue, was elected a member of 
the Board of Trustees. He with 
Councilman Kaeber, who has been 
a member for some time, will be 
the two councilmanic members on 
the board as required by the State 
Statutes. This very important 
meeting was presided over by 
Robert E. Keighton, who on the 
resignation of Miss Anna Mac- 
Keag, automatically, by virtue of 
his previous office, and with the 
unanimous approval of the Board 
of Trustees, became its president. 

Miss Church, who is former 
resident of Narberth, is a graduate 
of West Chester Normal School, 
of Temple University Library 
School and of the institute of. 
Library Science at the William 
Penn High School, in Philadel- 
phia. She was for three years 
children's librarian at the Appren- 
tices' Library in Philadelphia, and 
was also head librarian of the 
Friends' Library in Philadelphia. 
Recently she has been substitut- 
ing for the librarian of the Phila- 
delphia Normal School and the 
Sulzberger School. Miss Church 
was first recommended to the at- 
tention of the Narberth Trustees 
by Miss Bessie Graham, principal 
of the Temple University Library 
School, and of the Institute of 
Library Science.

AWARD 41 BADGES 
TO 28 BOY SCOUTS 

Court of Honor Is Guest of 

Wynnewood Troop at 

Meeting. 



WYNNEWOOD BOYS LED 



"Since the first week of school 
this month the attendance in Low- 
er Merion has improved material' 
\y, following an unusually low at- 
tendance in December, when a 
number of the children and a few 
teachers were compelled to be ab- 
sent because of influenza or se- 
vere colds." The statement was 
made by Superintendent S. Edgar 
Downs to the Lower Merion 
Board of Education at its January 
meeting, held last Wednesday 
night in the Senior High School. 

"We hope the attendance will 
soon be normal," he said. 

Lasting only an hour, until 8.30 
P. M., the meeting was devoted to 
■consideration of Superintendent 
Downs' monthly report, portions 
of which areas follows: 

"In addition to a few slight 
modifications as to credits we de- 
sire with the approval of the 
Board to modify the courses in 
the two high schools as follows : 

"1. Add an elective course in 
Applied Science for non-college 
preparatory groups in the ninth 
year of the Junior High School. 

"2. Extend the German so that 
it will be a four-year course cor- 
respondin gwith that in French, 
starting the first of the new four- 
year groups in the ninth year of 
the Junior High School next fall. 

"3. Making optional the elec- 
tion of first-year French or Ger- 
man in the first year of the Senior 
High School, provided sufficient 
students apply to justify the; 
establishment of a new class. j 

"4. Add Astronomy as an elec-i 
tive in the non-college groups for 
the Senior year of the Senior! 
High School. | 

"5. The requirement of Zoolo-j 
gy in the General Course. 
Few Care for Italian. 

"A poll taken of the present ninth 
year pupils indicated that but 10 of the 
group of approximately 300 desired to 
<;lect Italian in the first year of the 
senior high school. The majority of 
these were not listed in the college 
preparatory group, but came from 
homes of foreign parentage. Among 
the eighth grade children there was a 
larger group indicated that they would 
like to take Italian, but we found upon 
checking that many of these are not 
succeeding now in their first year try- 
out course in Latin, and some arc 
planning to quit at the end of their 
junior high school course. 

"Seventy-eight of the eighth year 
children indicated a desire to begin 
German in the ninth year, hence we 
feel justified in recommending the ex- 
tension of this language course so that 
it will be on the same basis relatively 
with French as it was before the war. 
We shall keep in touch with desired j 
■electives in Italian in the future and I 
shall report to the Board if or when j 
the demand becomes sufficiently great ] 
to consider the proposition favorably. I 
I recommend the inclusion of the 1 
changes mentioned above in our j 
course of study, as none of these is i 
negativeand all will aid the students 
in choosing the electives best suited to 
their needs. 

"The necessary repairs required of 
the general, heating and ventilating, 
plumbing and electrical contractors of 
our senior high school addition, the 
Ashland addition and the Wynnewood 
Road School have been listed and sep- 
arately reported to the architects so I 
that the contractors will be certain to ! 
have everything in first-class condi- ! 
tion by the close of the second year 
period required by contract. At Ash- 
land particularly the heating and 
plumbing, contractors have been slow 
in making required adjustments. j 

Encourage Orchestras. \ 

"Small orchestras, chiefly violins, ' 
"have been started in a number of the 
elementary schools and we hope in the 
future to develop these more exten- 
sively with the purchase of some 
equipment for each building. 

"Our vocational teachers were all 
permitted to attend the national meet- 
ing of vocational departments in the 
Benjamin Franklin Hotel on Decem- 
ber 14 and 15, and each reported a 
most helpful meeting. 

"The WBlliam McBride Company, 
which was awarded the general con- 
tract for our Merion School, has failed 
to- do any work on the building or 
grounds since January 1. Mr. Hart, 
representing the company reported 
verbally to me and also to our archi- 
tect, Mr. White, that his organization 
had not sufficient financial backing to 
meet the December bills of subcon- 
tractors and to meet the weekly pay- 
roll of the day laborers on the job. 
(According to the terms of our agree- 
ment the architect submits vouchers 
each month only after a certified state- 
ment is compiled showing that the 
subcontractors have been paid in full 
for the preceding month.) Mr. Hart 
assured us that the company would 
voluntarily turn over in writing all of 
its assets to the bonding company so 
that it would-be free to complete the 
building. This was not done. Con- 
sequently Mr. White served, by regis- 
tered letter, a notice of default. 

"The registered receipt was return- 
ed, but nothing has since been heard 
from this company. The architect ac- 
cordingly served notice upon the

farm produce was transported 
from Lower Merion farms to 
Philadelphia by means of two- 
wheeled carts. 

The author, Miss Margaret B. 
Harvey, was a direct descendant 
of the old Welsh families that 
came to this country in 1G82 when 
the ship Lyon landed at Pencoyd 
two months before William 
Penn's arrival. 

Her ancestral home, of which you 
will hear more anon, was a handsome 
colonial stone house on Old Lancaster 
road about a quarter of a mile above 
City line. It was built in 1700 and 
torn down near the end of the last 
•century. 

Miss Harvey, one of a family of 11 
brothers and sisters, was educated at 
the Girls' Normal School and the 
YVomcn's Medical College, Philadel- 
phia, and also at the University of 
California. She received an A. M. 
from Dickinson College. 

She was a person of diversified in* 
terests and talents, being a botanist 
of note and somewhat of a linguist, 
speaking five languages fluently. Her 
chief interest was, perhaps, in his- 
torical matters, particularly those of 
the surrounding countryside. This led 
to her connections in the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, in which or- 
ganization she was most active. 

Miss Harvey was a member of the 
Historical Society of Montgomery 
County, of the Pennsylvania Historical 
Society, of the Valley Forge Memorial 
Association and historian of the Mer- 
lon Chapter of the Q. A. R. She died 
■October 4, 1012.
